Internal Affairs Bureau investigators (IAB) interviewed Department personnel and 
civilian witnesses as part of this investigation. Following is a summary of the 
investigation, including their interviews. For more information and precise wording, see 
the attached verbatim interview transcriptions. 


SYNOPSIS: 


On September 21, 2016, Lieutenant David Grall of the Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) 
received notification of a Use of Force which occurred on August 18, 2016, that 
resulted in Inmate Perez sustaining a broken left eighth rib. Sergeant Jeff Hamil (IAB) 
was assigned the force review. 


On August 18, 2016, at 0056 hours, Inmate Perez was arrested by Palmdale Sheriffs 
Station deputies for 211 P.C. (Robbery). Inmate Perez took a beverage and struck the 
employee in the head with a fist and left the location without paying for the item. 
Inmate Perez was tackled by a witness and held on the ground until Palmdale Station 
deputies arrived. Inmate Perez was arrested and transported to Palmdale Station and 
booked. No reported force was used by Palmdale Station personnel, and Inmate 
Perez complained of no injuries during the booking process. 


At approximately 0450 hours, Inmate Perez told Custody Assistant Weinreich, 
um that he (Perez) was going to hang himself with a bed sheet. Inmate Perez 
was immediately moved to the front booking cell and placed into a "Suicide Gown." 
Inmate Perez was constantly monitored until Inmate Perez was approved to be 
transferred to the Los Angeles County Medical Center (LCMC) jail ward for a Mental 
Health Referral and Behavior Observation. Inmate Perez was transported to LCMC by 
Palmdale Sheriffs Station personnel and arrived at approximately 0935 hours. 
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IAB Note: Palmdale Sheriff's Station arrest report, detective 
supplemental report, complete booking package, medical 
questioner, Behavioral Observation and Mental Health 
Referral form and Inmate transmittal are included in the IAB 
case, Exhibit A. 


Inmate Perez arrived at LCMC and was changed into a medical gown and handcuffed 
to a medical gurney by both wrists. Inmate Perez was physically cooperative during 
the changing of his clothes, but was yelling profanities. Sergeant Nalls was present 
during the receiving of Inmate Perez, but left when he was wheeled into the emergency 
room (Morales page 2). 


Inmate Perez was medically cleared by the Emergency Department and transferred to 
the 400 ward of LCMC. Due to his continued mentally altered state of mind, and his 
continued yelling of profanities, Inmate Perez was isolated in room 16, which is a single 
room where disruptive patients are housed so they do not disturb the other patients. 
Inmate Perez was secured to a hospital gurney by both wrists handcuffed to the rails.

itness entered room 16 to administer medication to Inmate 
Perez, and Deputy Morales provid . Inmate Perez had pushed his hospital 
gurney away from the wall. Witness pted to move the ital gurney 
back when Inmate Perez brought his knees up and kicked Witness п the left 
arm and upper abdomen area while screaming and yelling profanities at her (Exhibit 
B, written statement by Witness ge 2, Morales page 6, 
Perez pa 1,2 and 3). The kick caused the hospital gurney to move between 
Wines IM nd Morales. Deputy Morales feared Inmate Perez was 
going to kick Witness ain, so Deputy Morales kicked Inmate Perez one 
time with his right foot. Deputy Morales struck Inm the left abdomen area, 
and the kick stopped Inmate Perez’ kicking at wires MR page 6,8,10, 
and written supplemental report Exhibit B) (Perez, page 3). Witness ШУ 
able to exit room 16, by using her "swipe card," into the secured rear hallway. Deputy 
Morales exited room 16 into the main hospital ward, securing the door and notified 
Sergeant Nalls via radio of the Use of Force. Sergeant Nalls, Lieutenant Skaggs and 
medical staff from the hospital "Code Gold Team" responded and sedated Inmate 
Perez. 


IAB Note: A swipe card is a card with a chip or magnetic strip which 
activates an electronic lock, releasing the locking 
mechanism. 
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Inmate Perez was secured in 4-point medical restraints and medically evaluated by 
LCMC-USC Nurse Tito. No injuries were observed and Inmate Perez did not complain 
of pain (Exhibit B). Inmate Perez was not interviewed by Lieutenant Skaggs on 
August 18, 2016, due to the medication Inmate Perez had received. 


On August 22, 2016, Lieutenant Skaggs video recorded his watch commander’s use of 
force interview of Inmate Perez (Exhibit D). During the interview, Inmate Perez stated 
he had attempted to commit suicide in his cell and fell off his table, hitting his ribs on 
his bunk, breaking them. Inmate Perez stated his ribs were partially broken by the 
deputy’s kick during the force, and his fall completely broke the ribs (Perez pages 4-6). 
On August 22, 2016, Inmate Perez was sent to the Twin Towers Clinic to have his 
complaint of pain evaluated. 


On August 24, 2016, Inmate Perez received an x-ray which revealed Inmate Perez had 
a broken eighth rib (Exhibit C, Medical Records); it was unable to be determined 
when Inmate Perez broke his rib. On September 19, 2016, Sergeant Nalls received a 
copy of the Inmate Injury Report from Twin Towers for Inmate Perez’ injury re- 
evaluation (Exhibit B). Sergeant Nalls was Шш rib after a follow-up 
telephone call to Nurse Practitioner Suyehara, 


IAB Note: IAB investigators had Inmate Perez’ video interview 
transcribed and is included in the transcribed 
interview section of the IAB case book. 

A Sheriffs Department Supervisor's Report of Use of Force report under file 916- 
00102-5410-505 was written by Sergeant Nalls documenting the incident. Deputy 
Morales wrote a supplemental report documenting his actions and observations. 
Copies of the reports are included with this investigation as (Exhibit B). Witness 
EE 2s not injured during the incident and was not desirous of prosecution.

DEPARTMENT WITNESSES: 
Sergeant Denise Nalls 


Sergeant Nalls stated she was the only sergeant on duty when Inmate Perez arrived at 
LCMC. Sergeant Nalls did not remember being present when Inmate Perez arrived, or 
having any contact with Inmate Perez prior to the Use of Force incident. Sergeant 
Nalls stated it is not common to video tape mentally altered inmates when they arrive 
at LCMC due to the frequency of those types of patients arriving. Sergeant Nalls 
stated LCMC was not monitored by CCTV at the time of the incident. 


CIVILIAN WITNESSES: 

Dos т. ЖШ 
Inmate} stated he was housed in fard and saw Witn nter 
room 16. He heard Inmate Perez yell at Wi EE “if you don't get that thing 
away from me, I’m going to punch you in the face." Inmate] stated Deputy 
Morales entered the room and he saw Witness ШШ run from room 16, through the 
back door (secured door). Inm; id not see inside room 16, and did not 
see Deputy Morales’ actions. He could only hear what was said. 
Witness ШИ 


Witness | tates she was administering medical attention to Inmate Perez and 
attempted to push his hospital gurney into proper position. Inmate Perez had used his 
feet to unlock and manipulate the hospital gurney out of position. Witness 5 58 | 
stated Inmate Perez yelled and kicked at her. лес ШИ was struck by the kick 
on the left arm and abdomen area. 
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Witness Ьу Deputy Morales lift his leg and make a “kicking motion," but did 


not see Deputy Morales' kick strike Inmate Perez. Witness she was 
"escaping" the room by using her "swipe card" to exit through the secured door into the 
hallway. Witness| was not injured by Inmate Perez’ kick. 

INVOLVED EMPLOYEE: 

Deputy Eduardo Morales 


Deputy Morales stated he assisted other unknown deputies in changing Inmate Perez 
into hospital clothing, when Inmate Perez arrived from Palmdale Station. Deputy 
Morales described Inmate Perez as being in an altered state, agitated, and yelling 
vulgarities. Inmate Perez followed the instructions and was secured to a hospital 
gurney by handcuffing both wrists to the guard rails of the hospital gurney. Deputy 
Morales stated it was common practice to handcuff both wrists if the inmate displays an 
altered mental state. Inmate Perez was transferred to room 5 in the emergency room 
to be medically cleared for housing. Deputy Morales could hear Inmate Perez yelling 
profanities from the emergency department. 


Deputy Morales stated Inmate Perez was transferred to room 16, which is a single 
person room. inmate Perez was placed into room 16, so that he would not disturb the 
other patients in the 400 ward. Inmate Perez had been at LCMC approximately three 
hours when Witness entered room 16 to administer medical attention to 
Inmate Perez. on Inmate Perez’ mental state, Deputy Morales stood at the 
open door and watched. Witn proach Perez, and Inmate 
Perez yelled profanities at Witness| Witness, lapproached the 
hospital gurney, and Inmate Perez raised his legs in а “cocked” position and kicked 
Witness The force of the kick caused the hospital gurney to move, placing 
the hospital gurney between Witness Ш га Deputy Morales. Witness 
vas inned against the wall, and Inmate Perez brought his legs up to kick 
Witness gain. Deputy Morales, fearing Witness ШШ would be kicked 
again, gave verbal commands for Inmate Perez to stop. Deputy Morales kicked Inmate 
Perez one time with the bottom of his right foot. Deputy Morales struck Inmate Perez 
on the left side of the abdomen causing Inmate Perez to stop his kick and сип up into a 
“fetal” position. Deputy Moral kick was hard enough to “knock the wind” 
out of Inmate Perez. Witn able to use her “swipe card” to exit the 
secured door and escape. 


Deputy Morales then shut the door and called for his supervisors. Medical staff 
responded and sedated Inmate Perez and placed him into restraints. Deputy Morales 
had no further contact with Inmate Perez, and made immediate verbal notification of 
the force used to Sergeant Nalls and Lieutenant Skaggs. 
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Deputy Morales stated he had "OC" spray but could not deploy it in the hospital. He 
also had a "Taser" but Inmate Perez was already handcuffed to the hospital gurney, so 
Deputy Morales considered the kick to be the best option to stop Inmate Perez from 
further assaulting Witness (Photographs used during Deputy Morales’ 
Interview will be included in the ІАВ case book as Exhibit Р). 


INMATE STATEMENT: 
Inmate Hector Perez 


Inmate Perez stated he was handcuffed to a hospital gurney by both wrists. Inmate 
Perez kicked Witness use she touched him without asking permission 
first, and that made him u . The deputy who was watching then kicked him (Inmate 
Perez) "real hard." Inmate Perez said the kick partially broke his ribs. Inmate Perez 
stated he completely broke his ribs when he fell after he tried to commit suicide in his 
cell. Inmate Perez fell from his bed which he had placed on top of his table and the 
bed slipped, causing him to fall, breaking his ribs completely. Inmate Perez was 
housed in a single person cell, and there were no witnesses to his suicide attempt. 
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
